THE  COINAGE  OF  THE  SLOVAK  REPUBLIC: 
(1939-1944) 

During  the  early  years  of  World  War 
II,  Hitler's  troops  marched  into 
Czechoslovakia  and  created  the  Slo- 
vak Republic.  Geographically,  the 
republic  was  about  the  size  of 
Switzerland,  bounded  on  the  south 
and  east  by  Hungary,  on  the  north 
by  Poland,  and  on  the  west  by  Mora- 
via and  Austria.  Although  Slovakia 
was  a republic  in  name  only,  a part- 
icularly interesting  and  scarce  coin- 
age resulted  from  its  existence.

The  Franklin  Mint  operates  the  world's 
largest  private  minting  facility,  with 
subsidiaries  in  Canada, England,  and 
France. 

A publicly-owned  corporation  with  4500 
shareholders,  the  multimlllion-dollar 
company  employs  1000  persons. 

Mint  President  Joseph  M.Segel  conceived 
the  idea  of  producing  high-quality 
commemorative  medals  for  collectors 
in  1964.  This  concept  grew  into  the 
General  Numismatics  Corporation, 
which  later  became  The  Franklin  Mint.

F.D.R.  MEMORIAL  COINAGE 
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Poet's  Nook 


With,  the  national  anniversary  of  our 
country  to  be  celebrated  and  the  strong 
possibility  of  new  faces  on  our  coins 
in  1976,  perhaps  we  should  take  pause 
to  look  at  a familiar  face  that  has 
been  with  us  for  25  years.  January  7, 
1971  will  mark  the  25th  birthday  of  the 
Roosevelt  dime,  a memorial  coin  that 
was  issued  just  nine  short  months  after 
the  sudden  death  of  our  nation's  war- 
time leader,  Franklin  Delano  Roosevelt. 

The  new  dime  design  was  ready  as  soon 
after  Roosevelt's  death  as  early  Octo- 
ber, but  Designer  John  R.Sinnocks  ini- 
tial models  were  deemed  unsatisfactory. 
A second  set  of  models  were  prepared 
and  also  rejected  by  the  Fine  Arts 
Commission.  With  the  March  of  Dimes 
Polio  Campaign  due  to  start  In  January 
1946,  Sinnock  returned  to  the  drawing 
boards  a third  time  and  the  present 
acceptable  model  resulted  (December 
1945 ) . 

Coinage  of  the  new  dimes  began  on  Jan- 
uary 30,  1946,  the  date  of  the  late 
President's  birthday.  When  they  first 
appeared  in  circulation, there  were 
widespread  rumors  that  Sinnock' s ini- 
tials (J.S.),  which  were  shown  at  the 
truncation  of  the  neck, stood  for  Joseph 
Stalin.  Ridiculous  as  it  seems, the  Mint 
finally  issued  an  official  denial  of 
the  charge.  Because  of  this,  when  the 
Benjamin  Franklin  half  was  designed, 
Sinnock  signed  it  "JRS." 

In  the  year  1946,  255,250,000  dimes 
were  coined  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint; 
61,043,500  by  the  Denver  Mint;  and 
27,900,000  by  the  San  Francisco  Mint. 

How  fast  the  years  have  slipped  by  and 
with  the  25-year  minting  limitation  ex- 
piring in  1971,  perhaps  this  interest- 
ing series  will  draw  to  a close.  At 
present  the  Roosevelt  set  is  "under 
appreciated."  Some  dates  will  doubtless 
be  very  scarce  when  the  full  impact  of 
the  silver  melt  is  realized  in  the  late 
70's.  Both  silver  and  clad  coins  grace 
the  set,  with  the  clad  both  mint  marked 
and  unmarked . 

Numismatically  interesting  and  available 
at  a reasonable  price  in  decent  collec- 
table condition,  this  memorial  coin  set 
should  be  a must  for  young  collectors!
